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Mail strike 
underway 
in Winnipeg

Canada Post workers are offi¬ 
cially on strike. 

About 150 workers in Win¬ 
nipeg have taken to the picket 
line for the first in a series of 
rotating 24-hour strikes. 

The Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers announced plans to 
strike earlier on Thursday after a 
last-ditch attempt by the Crown 
Corporation failed to head off job 
action. 

The union is hoping the strike 
will encourage management to 
return to the bargaining table 
with a proposal that meets the 
needs of its members. 

CUP-W says it expects to meet 
senior post office management 
on Friday. 

The union says it picked 
Winnipeg as the first rotating 
strike location because it was 


first city to feel the impact of 
Canada Post’s modernization 
program. 

Canada Post has said it needs 
to address labour costs. 

It notes the letter-mail busi¬ 
ness has fallen by more than 
17 per cent since 2006 due to 
digital communications. 

Businesses and charities have 
been preparing for a big finan¬ 
cial hit because of the postal 
strike, while rival courier 
services have been making plans 
to accommodate a potential 
increase in customers. 

Dan Kelly of the Canadian 
Federation of Independent 
Business says estimates the 
postal strike will cost small 
businesses between $200 and 
$250 daily.

Will Winnipeg’s media get 
scooped? 

A city advertising and 
public-relations expert 
says that’s entirely possi¬ 
ble in the wake of the 
NHL’s return. 

Local news outlets must 
act quickly in deciding 
how to lure coveted 
younger fans searching for 


local NHL hockey cover¬ 
age, says Kenton Larsen, 
an instructor in the cre¬ 
ative communications pro¬ 
gram at Red River College. 

The loss of the NHL in 
the ’90s hit local newspa¬ 
pers especially hard, 
Larsen said. But the reloca¬ 
tion to Winnipeg of the At¬ 
lanta Thrashers presents a 
“huge opportunity” for 
them to gain back what 
was lost. 

One avenue that media 


should explore is to quick¬ 
ly create branded content 
(including websites and 
apps for mobile devices) 
that appeals to young NHL 
fanatics. 

Larsen believes this 
opens the door for hockey 
nuts to become loyal news 
consumers as well. 

“It brings the young 
people to a news forum 
that in Winnipeg they may 
not have been consum¬ 
ing,” he said. 


But the opportunity can 
also be squandered, Larsen 
warned. 

He said media — news¬ 
papers especially — were 
slow to respond to the bur¬ 
geoning online medium as 
it became a multimedia 
force more than a decade 
ago. 

“Before you knew it 
they were trying to play 
catch-up” to the Internet, 
he said. 

With the return of the 


NHL, the “worst thing” 
that could happen to local 
media is the arrival of an 
outside party to steal ad¬ 
vertising dollars and read¬ 
ers simply by being the 
first to offer what hockey 
fans want. 

“Speed has to be key,” 
he said. “There’s 15 years 
of pent-up interest in pro¬ 
fessional hockey in this 
town. Now’s the time to do 
it. Capitalize on that inter¬ 
est.” 


Judge tosses manslaughter 
charges in fatal crash 


Quick action 
saves knife 
victims 


An alleged drunk driver 
accused of causing a mas¬ 
sive car crash that killed 
two University of Manito¬ 
ba students will not face 
homicide charges. 

Cory Sidney Kipling, 
30, learned he will not 
stand trial on two 
manslaughter charges in 
the deaths of Tina Jones, 

18, and Tiffany Abraham, 

19. 

The women, from the 
Black River First Nation 
about 100 kilometres 
north of Winnipeg, died 


on Jan. 28, 2009, after 
their Dodge Neon was 
broadsided by a Plymouth 
Voyageur van on Hwy. 59 
near the community of 
Scanterbury. Police allege 
the van was stolen in 
Winnipeg the day before 
by Kipling and another 
man. 

Kipling was originally 
charged with several 
counts of impaired driv¬ 
ing causing death and im¬ 
paired driving causing 
bodily harm. 

But the Crown added 


upgraded charges of 
manslaughter a year ago. 

Kipling faced a sen¬ 
tence of life in prison if 
convicted. 

Judge Mary Curtis gave 
reasons yesterday for 
throwing out the homi¬ 
cide charges, but they 
cannot be reported due to 
a publication ban. 

Kipling must still stand 
trial on the original 
counts, Curtis ruled. 

He remains in custody 
and has been denied bail.

The skilled work of para¬ 
medics is being credited 
with helping save the lives 
of three stabbing victims 
in the past two days. Police 
are still investigating two 
incidents that sent two 
men, 44 and 20, and a 17- 
year-old boy to hospital in 
critical condition. 

The victims’ medical 
conditions have stabilized, 
Winnipeg police said yes¬ 
terday, thanks largely to 
paramedics who rushed to 
the scenes. Both stabbings, 
one at 10 p.m. Wednesday 


on College Avenue, and 
the other early yesterday 
at a rooming house on 
Alverstone Street, were se¬ 
rious, police said. 

“If it had not been for 
the actions of the 
paramedics — the swift, 
very quick actions and the 
treatment that they can 
provide on the way to the 
hospital... these incidents 
could very well turn tragic 
or could turn into 
homicide investigations,” 
said Const. Natalie Aitlcen. 

Two teenage boys were 
taken into custody in con¬ 
nection to the College Av¬ 
enue stabbing, police said. 
A 54-year-old man was be¬ 
ing interviewed in the 
rooming house attack.

Province revises plan 
to restore Lake Winnipeg

O Saving lake means big phosphorus 
reductions O Nitrogen no longer on 
nutrients-to-be-removed list 


The Manitoba government 
is moving the goalposts in 
its effort to clean up one of 
the world’s largest bodies 
of fresh water. 

The province reduced 
its pollution-reduction tar¬ 
get Thursday for Lake Win¬ 
nipeg, admitted it has no 
deadline and backed off a 
plan to force the City of 
Winnipeg to remove nitro¬ 
gen from its sewage water. 

“We’re at a point where 
the main task is to get 
moving on this,” Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Bill Blailcie 
said. 

“To try and set dead¬ 
lines on things that are so 
difficult is difficult to do 
on the face of it,” he said. 
“Our deadline is to get the 
process going. That’s our 
first deadline.” 

The province first an¬ 
nounced in 2003 that it 
wanted to protect Lake 
Winnipeg from being 
choked by pollution and 
toxic algae blooms. The 
blooms and high E. coli 
counts have on occasion 


closed beaches around the 
lake, which is ringed by 
cottages, communities and 
summer camps. 

The aim was to restore 
the lake to the way it was 
before 1970 by cutting 
phosphorus, nitrogen and 
ammonia levels. The inclu¬ 
sion of nitrogen was quick¬ 
ly attacked by the 
opposition and some biolo¬ 
gists, who said nitrogen 
was not part of the prob¬ 
lem. 

On Thursday, Blailcie 
and Premier Greg Selinger 
announced a revised plan 
— one that would bring 
the lake back to pre-1990 
levels and no longer target 
nitrogen. 

The change is a victory 
for Mayor Sam Katz, who 
has called the battle 
against nitrogen unneeded 
and costly. 

Eventually — the gov¬ 
ernment can’t say when — 
the aim is to cut the 
amount of phosphorus in 
Lake Winnipeg in half.

Every action matters, researcher says 


The man behind a study 
that has prompted aggres¬ 
sive action by the province 
to clean up Lake Winnipeg 
says there’s no real tipping 
point before the lake can’t 
be saved. 

Dr. Greg McCullough 


says any action to benefit 
the lake will help. 

“I’m a little disappoint¬ 
ed some of these actions 
haven’t been done five, six 
years ago, but yes, it all 
helps,” he said. 

McCullough added he’s 


especially pleased to see 
the province focusing on 
wetlands. 

“Restoring Netley-Libau 
Marsh is a small thing, it’s 
a pilot project, really,” said 
McCullough. “But it’s a 
start.” 


McCullough says no 
matter what is done, it will 
be decades before the lake 
is restored. 

“This is really a project 
for the future and will 
have to continue that

O Islamist militants burst out of 
Afghanistan © U.S., NATO criticized 


Islamist militants who 
flowed out of Afghanistan 
fought a second day of 
fierce battles with Pak¬ 
istani security forces 
Thursday. 

It was one of the dead¬ 
liest clashes on the Pak¬ 
istan side of the frontier in 
months. 

Authorities said 63 peo¬ 
ple were dead. 

Pakistan’s military ini¬ 
tially said the assault was 
the work of about 200 mil¬ 
itants, but a government 
statement put the number 
at between 300 and 400. 

It said the fighters “at¬ 
tacked villages and burned 
schools.” 

The new battles bol¬ 
stered Pakistan claims that 
NATO is failing to crack 
down on militants shelter¬ 
ing on the Afghan side of 
the rugged frontier. 

The government state¬ 
ment stressed the need for 
stern action by the Afghan 
Army, and the U.S. and NA¬ 
TO forces in the area. 


Taliban haven 


!► Pakistan's northwestern 
border with Afghanistan 
is home to thousands of 
local and international 
al-Qaida and Taliban 
militants. 

!► They focus attacks on 
international and Afghan 
forces across the border, 
the Pakistani state or 
spend time plotting and 
training for international 
terrorist attacks. 

Pakistan says NATO 
doesn’t have enough 
troops along the Afghan 
side of the border. 

NATO spokesperson Co¬ 
lette Murphy acknowl¬ 
edged “the terrain in that 
area provides ‘natural’ 
havens, but these are by no 
means ‘safe’ havens.” 

“As long as they are in¬ 
side Afghanistan's borders, 
we will target them.”

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200 lost as 
immigrant 
boat sinks 


A fishing boat loaded with 
hundreds of people desper¬ 
ate for a new life has met 
disaster in a storm. 

At least 200 people were 
missing Thursday and two 
were dead after the vessel 
sank off Tunisia. 

The boat was believed 
to have set sail from Libya 
and was en route to Italy 
with an estimated 800 
would-be immigrants from 
sub-Saharan Africa and 
Asia on board, including 
women and children, re¬ 
ports said Thursday. 

The boat stalled some 
32 kilometres off the 
Kerlcennah islands in 
southern Tunisia on Tues¬ 
day night in foul weather. 

Some 570 passengers

Canada on 
watch for 
veggies hit 
by E. coli 

The Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency says it’s 
enhancing border and 
surveillance controls for 
cucumbers, lettuce and 
tomatoes from European 
countries affected by an 
E. coli outbreak. 

It will intensify 
sampling and testing for 
Shiga toxin-producing E. 
coli, the strain linked to 
the outbreak in Europe. 

Global health officials 
say the super-toxic bug has 
sickened at least 1,600 
people, mostly in 
Germany, and killed 18. 

Most patients said they 
ate lettuce, tomatoes or 
cucumbers. But the World 
Health Organization says 
the cause is still unclear. 

The Canadian agency 
says there’s no indication 
any contaminated produce 
has been shipped here.

Another attack on

About a dozen rockets were 
fired at the HMCS Charlot¬ 
tetown off the coast of 
Libya early Monday. 

Crew members onboard 
the Halifax-based ship wit¬ 
nessed the BM-21 rockets 
fired in their direction. 
None of the rockets struck 
the Charlottetown and 
there were no casualties. 

Cmdr. Craig Skjerpen 
said the rockets were rapid- 
fired from a truck on shore. 
The ship has been primarily 
stationed outside the 
Libyan port city of Misrata 
for several weeks. Skjerpen 
said the ship was out of 
range of the rockets, but 


they came within about 900 
metres. 

“It’s a very inaccurate 
weapon with a certain 
range. We were outside of 
that range but they were 
able to get close,” he said. 

The ship was sailing 
away from shore and con¬ 
tinued on course after the 
attack. The crew were sur¬ 
prised, but they reacted 
quickly, Skjerpen said. 

The ship didn’t fire back 
because the weapons sys¬ 
tems aren’t tasked to find 
small targets on shore. 

In most cases, the ship 
forwards the information 
so NATO fighter jets take 
out the threat. A NATO air 
strike didn’t occur in this 
incident. 

It was a closer call than 


the May 12 attack on the 
ship when large-calibre 
machine-gun fire spat at 
them from small attack 
boats. That was at night 
when the shooters 
couldn’t see the ship. 


“They’re really trying to 
push the (NATO) ships 
back from the coast be¬ 
cause our presence here 
stops them from being 
able to attack the port,” 
Skjerpen said. 


NDP election day support solidified: 


The New Democrats ap¬ 
pear to have consolidated 
their support as official Op¬ 
position to the Harper Con¬ 
servatives, a new poll 
suggests — particularly 
among women and urban 
voters. 

NDP Leader Jack Layton 
was still looking for his 
new House of Commons 
seat in the 41st Parliament 
on Thursday when The 
Canadian Press Harris-Deci- 
ma survey indicated his 
party is on a roll. 

Support for the NDP 
among the poll’s more 
than 2,000 respondents 
stood at 34 per cent, up 
from the 30.6 per cent of 
the popular vote New De¬ 


mocrats recorded in the 
May 2 election. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s Conservative par¬ 
ty was picked by 37 per 
cent of respondents, down 
from 39.6 per cent on elec¬ 
tion day. 

The third-place Liberals 
slipped to 15 per cent in 
the survey, a loss of almost 
four percentage points 
from their voting day total. 

“What’s happened is the 
loyalties of traditional Lib¬ 
eral voters continue to be 
transferred over to the 
New Democrats,” said poll¬ 
ster Allan Gregg, the chair¬ 
man of Harris-Decima.

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Bus beheader could 
get more privileges 

O Review board considers request to grant more outdoor 
time to man who beheaded seatmate on Greyhound bus 


A psychiatrist has suggest¬ 
ed that the man who be¬ 
headed a fellow bus 
passenger on a Manitoba 
highway and ate pieces of 
his flesh should be granted 
more outdoor time and 
eventually be reintegrated 
into society. 

Vince Li is responding 
to treatment, is “co-opera¬ 
tive and polite” and has 
provided “absolutely no 
difficulty” to staff at the 
Selkirk Mental Health Cen¬ 
tre, where he has been 
locked up since 2008, Dr. 
Steven Kremer told a re¬ 
view board Monday. 

Li was found not crimi¬ 
nally responsible for the 
gruesome killing of Tim 
McLean, a young carnival 
worker, onboard a Grey¬ 
hound bus three years ago 
near Portage la Prairie, 
Man. The judge found that 


“Mr. Li recognizes 
that he has a 
mental illness... 
and recognizes 
that he requires 
medication.”

Li was an untreated schizo¬ 
phrenic who heard voices 
telling him to kill McLean, 
a man he had never met 
who happened to be sit¬ 
ting beside him. 

Li was sentenced to a se¬ 
cure wing of the mental 
hospital. His treatment and 
conditions are reviewed an¬ 
nually. Initially, he wasn’t 
allowed outdoors, but last 
year the Criminal Review 
Board of Manitoba granted 
him short supervised walks 
on the unfenced grounds. 

Kremer asked the review 
board Monday to allow the 


hospital to gradually ex¬ 
pand those walks — cur¬ 
rently totalling two hours a 
day — to a 12-hour period 
between 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 

The request was criti¬ 
cized by Carol DeDelley, 
the victim’s mother, who 
attended the review with 
other family members, all 
wearing T-shirts and pins 
featuring McLean’s face. 

“It is another step to¬ 
ward Vince Li’s ultimate 
freedom,” she said outside 
the hearing. “I think we 
need to treat him and take 
care of him behind locked 
bars for the rest of his life.” 

Crown attorney Susan 
Helenchilde said the walks 
should be restricted to day¬ 
light hours and only when 
at least two staff members 
are present. The board is 
expected to decide later 
this week, the Canadian press

A Malaysian social activist will apol¬ 
ogize 100 times on Twitter in an 
unusual settlement with a magazine 
publisher in a defamation case, his 
lawyer said Thursday. 

The penalty has sparked debate 
among Internet users about the 
pitfalls of social media in Malaysia, 
where authorities have warned people 
to be more cautious about what they 
write on blogs, Faceboolc and Twitter. 


Fahmi Fadzil, an opposition politi¬ 
cian’s aide and respected commenta¬ 
tor on social issues, claimed on Twitter 
in January that his pregnant friend 
had been poorly treated by her 
employers at a magazine run by 
Blulnc Media. 

Fahmi wrote an apology to Blulnc 
on Twitter a few hours after making 
that allegation, but the company’s 
lawyers later sent him a letter 
demanding unspecified financial dam¬ 
ages for defamation and another apol¬ 
ogy in major newspapers, said Fahmi’s 
lawyer, Syahredzan Johan. 

Syahredzan said Fahmi settled the 
case this week by agreeing to 
apologize 100 times over three days on 
Twitter, where he has more than 4,200 
followers, the associated press

A First Class triumph

Richard Crouse: Mark, X- 
Men: The Younguns has 
its share of things that 
go boom but it doesn’t 
follow the summer 
blockbuster format. 
There aren’t action se¬ 
quences eveiy 10 min¬ 
utes, the characters 
actually talk to one an¬ 
other and there’s even 
subtitles! What a relief. 
After the heavy metal 
bombast of Thor and the 
like, X-Men is more like a 
Radiohead disc — brainy 
but still fun. What’s your 
take? 

Mark Breslin: I’ve always 
thought the X-Men 
franchise was the 
brainiest of the comic 
book movies. But this 
one exceeds all expecta¬ 


tions. Setting it in 1962 and 
weaving real-world events 
— like the Cuban Missile 
Crisis — into the plot was a 
stroke of brilliance. Al¬ 
though ... the setting may 
be ’62 but the hemlines are 
definitely ’67! 

RC: The setting may be ’62 
and the hemlines ’67, but 
the themes are definitely 
2011. One quote in particu¬ 
lar, “Security is more im¬ 
portant than liberty,” 
sounds scarily up-to-date. 
Add to that some groovy 
space age design, and 
Kevin Bacon as best bad 
guy of the summer so far, 
and you have a great exam¬ 
ple of how big blockbuster 
entertainment can enter¬ 
tain the eye (thank you Jan¬ 
uary Jones and Jennifer 


Lawrence) and the mind. 

MB: January Jones looks 
great in Barbarella drag, 
but I still maintain she 
can’t act. But the rest of 
the cast sure can. James 
McAvoy brings great hu¬ 
manity — and a great col¬ 
lection of tweed jackets — 
to his role as a young Pro¬ 
fessor X. Michael Fassben¬ 
der seethes as the 
Holocaust-haunted Magne¬ 
to. But a clever cameo by a 
major star beats them all 
with one succinct and un¬ 
printable line. The rest of 
the film is talky, but it’s 
mostly good dialogue, ex¬ 
cept for the constant re¬ 
minders that “we’re all 
outsiders, blah-blah-blah.” 

RC: It is a bit talkier than 


you might expect from a 
big budget comic book 
movie, but at least they’re 
saying something. It isn’t 
just chatter. I think the 
reason this movie works 
so well is that it has the 
best of both worlds, good 
blow-’em-up, great vil¬ 
lains, cool characters and 
a script that respects all of 
the above. If they wanted 
to make it less chatty, I 
suppose they could cut 
some of January Jones’s 
lines. One thing is for 
sure, acting is not her su¬ 
per power. 

MB: I also liked some of 
the director’s ’60s touches, 
like the split screen effects 
that I haven’t seen since 
The Thomas Crowne Affair 
— the first one.

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Super 8 star still a kid at heart

Who says kid actors can’t 
have normal childhoods? 
During a phone interview 
with Ryan Lee, the 15-year- 
old Super 8 star, he briefly 
interrupts our chat to act 
like a youngster. “I just saw 
a stray dog and I’m tiying 
to catch him right now. 
What was your question 
again?” 

I had just asked the 
Austin, Texas native about 
working with director J.J. 
Abrams, the megamind be¬ 
hind TV and movie hits 
like Lost and Star Trek. 

“He’s just one of those 
guys who can really make 
you feel comfortable dur¬ 
ing a scene,” said Ryan. 
“He’s really good at what 
he does. He’s really hands

Like all of Abrams’s proj¬ 
ects, the plot of Super 8 has 
been kept under wraps. 
Ryan plays one of six kids 
who witness a mysterious 
train wreck. “Then eveiy- 
thing starts to go crazy,” he 
says, picking up the stoiy. 
“Once we get away things 


start to go weird in the 
town; like people going 
missing, dogs going miss¬ 
ing, home appliances going 
missing. Nothing can really 
be explained!” 

Other than that he’s 
been sworn to secrecy. 
“Once I got the call back I 
had to sign confidentiality 
papers,” he says. “I had to 
bring them home to my 
family and they had to sign 
them too. It was really se¬ 
cretive.” 

So secretive he didn’t 
know what he was audi¬ 
tioning for when he first 
went out for the part. 

“My agent sent me on 
the audition and I had no 
idea it was for J.J. or for Su¬ 
per 8,” he says. “The audi¬ 
tion was about a girl and a 
boy fighting about math 
homework. It had nothing 
to do with Super 8. Then at 



the first audition with him 
this girl next to me said, 
‘J.J.’s waiting.” I said, ‘J.J. 
who?’ Her mouth dropped. 
I had no idea he was going 
to be working on this.” 

Working with Abrams, 
he says, was a breeze. “He 


never yells and with a 
group of six kids ...” Ryan 
said. “Not yelling? How do 
you even do that?” 

There’s a great buzz 
around Super 8 right now, 
even Ryan feels it — “I 
want to see the movie so 


bad, just like everybody 
else,” he says — but right 
now in the days before the 
movie opens it’s back to be¬ 
ing a kid and catching that 
dog. 

“I’m trying,” he says. 
“He’s fast.” 


Greenwood taps

The new supernatural 
thriller Cell 213 oozes with 
creepy atmosphere. Filmed 
on location at the now-de¬ 
commissioned Guelph Cor¬ 
rectional Centre, it’s the 
stoiy of a hotshot defence 
attorney (Eric Balfour) 
locked down in a decaying 
penitentiaiy and plagued 
by nightmarish visions. 

The movie also marks 
the return of Boogeyman 
director Stephen Kay to the 
horror genre after a six- 
year absence. Metro got the 
chance to chat with three 
of the film’s co-stars about 
their stretch behind bars: 
venerable Canadian Bruce 
Greenwood (The Sweet 
Hereafter), newcomer Deb¬ 
orah Valente, and Michael 
Roolcer (Henry: Portrait of a 
Serial Killer). 

“I play the warden of a 
prison that is singularly pe¬ 
culiar in that one of the 
cells, number 213, is essen¬ 
tially a holding cell be¬ 
tween heaven and hell,” 
Greenwood says about his 
role. 


Roolcer portrays the war¬ 
den’s thuggish sidekick, a 
guard who “does whatever 
my boss tells me to do,” 
Roolcer says with an omi¬ 
nous smile. “I control the 
guy inside 213, making 
sure he does what he’s 
told.” 

Valente plays “a govern¬ 
ment official working on a 
case regarding excessive 
force and suicides taking 
place at the prison.” 

With Roolcer already 
having made his bones in 
horror over the years, 
Greenwood and Valente 
were excited for their own 
chance to chill viewers’ 
blood. 

“I’m not that familiar 
with the genre,” says 
Greenwood. “I haven’t 
been in that many movies 
dealing with the horrific. I 
wasn’t aware how spooky 
and weird the finished 
project was going to feel, 
even though we were 
shooting in this wet, dark, 
hideous, enclosed, oppres¬ 
sive prison. While as an ac¬ 
tor you absorb that to some 
degree, I wasn’t ready for 
how scaiy this film ended 
up being.”

One of the

abroad is the opportunity 
to sit back and read foreign 
newspapers. As I made my 
way back to Paris to con¬ 
nect with the Eurostar to 
London, I read an article in 
the International Herald 
Tribune that started by 
congratulating Bob Dylan 
on his 70th birthday on 
May 24. 

But then the author, 
David Hajdu, a journalism 
professor at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, pointed out an in¬ 
teresting fact: Dylan was 
far from the only leg¬ 
endary rocker turning 70 
in the next 18 months. 


John Lennon would have 
hit 70 last October. George 
Clinton, Joan Baez and 
Paul Simon will reach 70 
by the end of the year. In 
2012, Paul McCartney, Lou 
Reed, Brian Wilson and 
Aretha Franklin will all hit 
that milestone. And were 
Jimi Hendrix and Jerry Gar¬ 
cia still with us, they’d en¬ 
ter their eighth decade, 
too. 


Coincidence? Not really. 
All these performers were 
bom in 1941 and 1942, 
which means they were 14 
when they first heard Elvis 
in 1955 and 1956. 

Think back to when you 
were that age. It was an 
era of constant discovery, a 
time when something new 
about the world revealed 
itself every day if not every 
hour. Everything was a 


wonder and you were open 
to anything. As you en¬ 
tered the ninth grade, hor¬ 
mones ran amuck, 
emotional reactions were 
strong and much of what 
you experienced at that 
magical age became im¬ 
printed upon you for the 
rest of your life. Including 
music. 

Now imagine it’s 1955. 
Previous generations 


didn’t have the concept of 
being a teenager. But in the 
post-war years — the first 
years of the Baby Boom — 
the special social con¬ 
struct, a new developmen¬ 
tal framework of 
teenagerism was invented. 

Along with that came 
the new sounds of rock¬ 
’n’roll, delivered by a new 
invention called the tran¬ 
sistor radio. Together, rock 
and radio acted as a Trojan 
Horse for demographic, so¬ 
cial, economic, political 
and sexual revolution that 
changed the world. 

Imagine a 14-year-old 
Robert Zimmerman hear¬ 
ing Elvis That’s All Right 
Mama after class in Hib- 
bing, Minnesota. Or Lou 
Reed tuning a late-night 
rock’n’roll station from 
New York. Full of dreams, 
impressionable and in¬ 
spired, they decided to 
make this music their life’s 
work. It must have been a 
magical time for them. 
And we’re all richer for it.
